O n e of the most effective steps that 
could be taken toward the breaking 
up of the land monopoly which ex­ 
ists in the Ban Joaquin Valley and 
other portions of the State, would be 
the inauguration of a general or State 
system of irrigation. 
If the revenue 
necessary to carry out the scheme is 
raised from the land benefited, the as­ 
sessment on the large tracts now held 
by men who will neither cultivate 
them nor permit others to do so, will 
be so heavy that they will soon realize 
the necessity for realizing from their 
lands something more than the mere 
rental for sheep range. 
In the prepa­ 
ration of a bill looking to the passage 
of an irrigation law, this important 
consideration should be kept steadily 
in view. 


The Railroad Prospect. 


In our local columns will be found 
a paragraph from the Ban Francisco 
Post,which almost confirms the views 
o f the H e r a l d expressed some weeks 
since, that the Los Angeles aud Inde­ 
pendence Railroad would sofflv form a 
part of a trans-continental road which 
would make this city its Western ter­ 
minus. 
It appears that J a y G o u l d , 
who uow has a he&vy interest in the 
Union Pacific road, isanxious-to effect 
direct railroad communication with 
this part of the coast, and to that end 
he is consulting with Senator J o n e s 
on the practicability of connecting the 
road from this city with the Utah 
Central. If this enterprise is carried 
out it will be productive of grand re­ 
sults to this part of the State. The 
road will pass through a rich mineral 
section, and through extensive coal 
fields. It will cause the immediate 
development o f these gold and silver 
mines, aud bring into market the pro­ 
duct of the coal fields. The through 
road will be worth millious of dollars 
annually to Southern California. 


Street Opening. 


We fully endorse an article in a late 
number of the Express on opening 
the streets. 
There are a number of 
streets in the city which must be 
opened and there are several others 
that need straightening. 
The doing 
of this work is but a question of time, 
and there is uo time like the present 
for doing what ought to be done. 
It 
will cost citizens and city less to open 
and straighten streets now than here­ 
after. 
Property is rapidly increasing 
in value and the longer the work is 
put off the greater the cost and the 
greater the necessity. 
The obstruc­ 
tions in Los Angeles street should be 
removed at 
once and intersecting 
streets with Main and San Pedro 
streets and with other streets running 
parallel with these are becoming so 
necessary that their opening cannot 
be much longer delayed. 
W e desire 
to impress it. upon the Council that 
these improvements can be made at 
less cost now than hereafter. 
In Ban 
Francisco the custom is to assess the 
property enhanced in value by the 
opening of new streets to pay for the 
private property used in the opening. 
This plan may be adopted here to a 
great extent and the expense to the 
city thus greatly reduced. 
If the 
city would keep pace in appearance 
with her growth and prosperity, she 
must make straight streets of her 
crooked by-ways and open the thor­ 
oughfares needed for the prosecution 
of her commercial pursuits. 


Insult to Immigrants. 


We presume that if the immigrants 
now coming into this State were told 
that they were a different class of peo­ 
ple from those who came here in ’49; 
that they were wanting in the energy, 
enterprise aud industry which char­ 
acterized the early settlers, they would 
deny the imputation and assert them­ 
selves the equal iu manhood and in­ 
dustry of any who have preceded 
them. 
We imagine that the people 
coming here now are coming on their 
own responsibility and expect to rely 
on their own means and efforts for 
the support of themselves and families. 
Yet, such does not seem to be the con­ 
clusion of many of California’s people 
and journals. 
W e hear of prepara­ 
tions for the immigrants and in one 
or two instances charitable individu­ 
als have suggested the establishment 
of soup houses at which the impecun­ 
ious Immigrant might obtain the 
means to keep soul and body together 
without money and without price. 
However well these propositions may 
be meant, we cannot but regard them 
as libels on our Btate and insults to 
the men and women seeking homes 
on the Pacific coast. 
Bureaus of in ­ 
formation, circulars, pamphlets aud 
other means for enabling the new­ 
comer to inform himself as to the 
most desirable place to locate, are all 
very well and will serve a good purpose, 
but the assumption that immigrants 
are paupers, beggers and alms-takers, 
is neither creditable to those now here 
nor those on their way here. 
We do 
not believe that many of the im m i­ 
grants now coming to California will 
patronize free soup bouses, and we 
hope they are not a class who will 
thank us for extending them such 
liberal, though thin, hospitality. The 
Btate will not be benefited by the in­ 
flux of such people, and should they 
come, we had much rather subscribe 
to a fund to send them back to the 
place from whence they came, than to 
induce them to remain by the dispen­ 
i sation of free soup. 


Disseminate Information. 


In view of the fact that thousands 
of persons in the East are now seek­ 
ing information relative to the soil 
and climate of California, for the pur­ 
pose of definitely determining whether 
they shall or shall not seek homes 
there, and in order to controvert the 
misrepresentations of Southern Cali­ 
fornia which the San Francisco and 
Sacramento papers seem determined 
to keep before their readers, we have a 
proposition to make to our Chamber 
of Commerce and to those of our citi­ 
zens interested iu drawing to this part 
of the Btate a desirable class of im m i­ 
gration. 
It is that they adopt some 
means for placing in the hands of in­ 
tended immigrants copies of the local 
papers. 
The weekly issues of the 
H e r a l d and of the other papers pub­ 
lished in this city contain a vast 
amount of reliable Information con­ 
cerning Southern California, of the 
character which persons who contem­ 
plate coming to this State most desire. 
Fourteen months ago the H e r a l d 
commenced the work of describing 
Los Angeles Valley—its soil, climate, 
resources, its preseut condition and 
future prospects. 
We have steadily 
applied ourselves to the task up to the 
present time, and as a result of our 
labor we point to the hundreds of fam­ 
ilies now residents of this valley who 
testify that they were Induced to come 
here through information obtained 
from the columns of the W e e k l y 
H e r a l d . 
This source of information 
may be greatly 
enlarged 
by the 
Chamber of Commerce and wealthy 
individuals ordering and sending East 
our weekly papers in larger numbers 
than are sent from the offices of pub­ 
lication. 
Tiie plan is adopted in the 
middle portions of the Btate and as 
the papers sent from there contain 
nothing favorable of Southern Califor­ 
nia, it behooves our people to meet 
those 
misrepresentations with 
the 
facts, the evidence of which is found 
in our own papers. 


Los Angeles Choral Society. 


E d i t o r H e r a l d : For one, I very 
much regret that so few of our citi­ 
zens were present at the concert given 
last week by this society, and also 
that such brief aud unsatisfactory re­ 
ports were published by the daily pa­ 
pers.

The members of the Choral Society 
are 
all 
personally and favorably 
known in our city as ladles and gentle­ 
men of real worth, of fine musical 
taste and em inent artistic ability, cer­ 
tainly not second to any of the trav­ 
eling 
troupes which 
have drawn 
crowded houses during the past W in­ 
ter. 
After a few weeks careful prepa- 
tion, a programme of real interest was 
prepared. 
The 
selections 
were in 
every instance adapted to a cultivated 
popular taste and consisted of solos, 
duetts, quartettes and choruses— a 
choice variety. 
Every part was well 
sustained. 
Probably no musical en­ 
tertainment ever given in our city 
displayed finer musical talent, greater 
correctness of execution or a higher 
degree of cultivation 
The expression 
of sentiment was natural and forcible. 
This was especially apparent in the 
solos sung by Mrs. Stoneman and Miss 
Edeiman. 
As a musical entertain­ 
ment, this first concert was a success 
in the highest and truest sense. 
It 
was a benefit given in and of one of 
our churches and thus eviuced a spirit 
of noble liberality and generous be­ 
nevolence worthy the highest praise. 
As it is the province of music to cast a 
refining and elevating influence over 
the soul, this manifestation of real 
charity struck a cord of deeper har­ 
mony than ever vibrated from lute or 
harp. It is to be hoped that the mem­ 
bers of the Choral Society will take 
courage and persevere iu their very 
laudable undertaking and that by 
their superior skill and earnest efforts 
they will overcome all indifference 
and soon enjoy, as they deserve, the 
respect, confldeuce aud patronage of 
the community.

The underslgued Com m ittee, to w hom was 
referred the subject of Increasing th e stock of 
the corporation and ascertalng the debts of 
said corporation required to be paid as soon 
as practicable, respectfully report* th at by a 
vote of the stockholders at t regular m eetlug 
of the Society, the sam e In their opinion m ay 
be legally done. 
Thut upon exam ination of the Articles of 
Incorporation on tile In the C lerk’s office, as 
well us upon reading and exam ining the Con­ 
stitution and By-Laws of the Society, there Is 
no particular sum of m oney lim ited or speci­ 
fied as capital stock of said corporation; and 
the only reference mude to l hat subject Is sim ­ 
ply a resolution adopted by the Society and 
recorded am ong its proceedings.

quin rivers, and every gallon of this water In 
the spring will probably 
Insure a pound of 


grain, Ifdistributed over tne plains in a Judi- 
cious manner. 
On this estimate 
the loss Is 


too great to bo figured 
up. 
Hero there are 


only two ways to stop 
this waste 
and of in- 


augurating 
a system 
of lrrlgatiou-by the 


State, 
or by p.lvate 
corporations. 
If the 


State takos hold of It, a grand 
bureau,of cor- 


ruption will be immediately instituted. 
Tax- 


ation tor the purpose 
would 
be unconstitu- 


tional, and onerous u>>on those who have no 
Interest in agriculture. 
Infact.it would be 


just as proper 
to issue 
State 
bonds 
for the 


construction of mining ditches; aud, besides, 
if they were issued, tiie issue 
being unconsti- 


tutional, no capitalist would 
buy them. 
At 


t lie last session 
ofthe Legislature a bill was 


tntroduced 
empowering 
Commissioners 
to 


Usuo bonds on irrigation districts, 
payments 


lo bo 
secured 
by property 
in tbo district. 


These 
would 
have 
been unconstitutionally 


issued, 
because 
the Legislature 
cannot 
dele- 


gate thepower of taxation to Commissioners; 
and, besides, if I have the misfortune to own 
property within the district, why, ifI do not 
need or want water, should I be taxed to ena- 
ble Jones to Irrigate his land 7 Theonly true 
method, therefore, Is u> encourage private en- 
terprise by wise legislation, liberally confirm 
ing, amending 
and ratifying existing laws. 


The bugaboo of monopoly 
is all moonshine. 


Give any company 
undoubted right to take 


water out ofany river?the 
first approprlator 


t»» be the first In right?and 
you willsoon see 


all the rivers 
brought out 
upon the plains. 


The

times. 


Verri, who is considered 
an 
exact 


historian, places the first efforts on the 
compilations on this subject 
as com- 


mencing in the beginning 
of the 10th 


century. 
We surely are not traveliim 


in the dark on this subject. 
We have 


the intelligence of eight centuries 
to 


guide 
us, 
and 
the best engineering 


minds 
to 
direct 
us ? the 
contrast 


spread 
open 
to us 
of irrigated 
and 


non-irrigated lunds, and their capabil- 
ities to support a happy 
and thriving 


people. 
We simply look at the con- 


dition of Hpain when her water was 
utilized by the 
Moors for irrigation, 


and now, in the 19th century. 
Let us 


look at Verrona to-day and see amidst 
its vicissitudes 
of political 
turpitude 


the frugality and 
happiness 
of her 


people and her capacity to maintain a 
population 
to the 
square 
mile. 
In 


those 
states 
the 
government 
main- 


tains the sovereignty of every running 
drop of water, and Dave wise laws to 
curb the selfishness 
of individuals and 


corporations. 
Happily I consider that 


we are still the owners 
ot the waters 
of the State 
by virtue of our inheri- 


tance 
from 
Spain, 
and 
we 
should 


wisely keep the control. 
There is no 


necessity 
of 
issuing 
bonds 
by 
the 


State, 
nor creating 
a vast State 
ex- 


penditure. 
The people have 
a right 


to ask that the State 
assume 
control 


of her waters, and rauke the Surveyor 
General 
her engineer-in-chief 
to lay 


off every river as 
a district, with rite 


natural subdivisions, coiitioied 
by lo 


cal Boards 
of Commissioners; 
to fix 


what 
shall 
be 
an 
irrigating 
head, 


which has as yet puzzled 
out civiliza- 


tion; to secure the right of way in a 
positive but equitable manner.as 
they 


have done in Italy, putting a stop to 
the selfishness of humanity iva fixed 
but 
decisive 
manner. 
Partial 
evil 


will have to give way to universal 
good, and the wealth of the State will 
have to be taken into consideration 
by 


the merchant, 
banker, artizan and 
la- 


borer. 


The doctrine of Q. E. D. will not 


hold good. 
The iuitials remind 
mo 


ofthose used by our Spanish 
friends, 


which unabbreviated 
mean, 
"Que en 


paz desconse." 


I hope his ideas, although 
honestly 


put forth, willrest in peace. 


Some 
few of the 
Italian 
States 


granted 
rights 
to barons, 
nobles and 


corporations 
to take out the waters of 


the rivers 
and sell them 
to cultiva- 


tors, with certain restrictions. 
An 


unhappy thing, as is well set forth by 
an English commissioner 
who exam- 


ined the subject preparatory to fixing 
up a code for the East India syßtem. 
Our State 
must retain the water, and 


never permit her people to be placed 
at the mercy of any corporation.
